bigs per litter tor the last three 
years with sows farrowing in

yeaned in new iarrowing house 
this spring, a saying of 18 pigs 
Irom 12 on first litter in far- 
house. He uses good 
grade sows (mostly gilts this 
year) and a purebred Landrave 
boar, The pigs have lots or 
length, fast frowing, and 
meaty.

He plans to sell 
$6,000 worth of hogs in 1957, 
He runs his hogs on early corn 
Starting July 1 until December 
31 in field with hog supple- 
ment to balance the ration, 
January, February and March 
hogs are grazing oats and hand 
fed corn and Supplement. 
March, April and May hogs are 
on headed oats, Starr Millet, 
and hand fed corn, 

Mr. Simmons bought his 240 
acre farm in the fall of 1953 
through the services of the 
Farmers Home Administration, 
James §, Pridgen, as County 
Supervisor. By careful plan- 
ning, using improved practices, 
and hard work, he is putting 
every acre of his farm to work.

He has 
used recommended  yarieties 
and spacing to get the very 
best yield from his 150 acres of 
crops and permanent pasture.

In view of the fact that the 
Elba City Schools have been 
moving along so Satisfactorily 
since they broke away from the 
County System, one of the City 
Council members Seemed to 
voice the sentiment of all pres- 
ent when he said he thought 
Elba would have everything to 
lose and nothing to gain by 
changing back to the old coun- 
ty system. 

When the City Board receiy- 
€d $2,510 from the Federal 
Government last week on ac~ 
count of having three percent 
of its tota) enrollment as sons 
and daughters of government- 
employed parents or guardians, 
it was one demonstration of 
benefits derived from the City 
School System, something a 
member of the County System 
is not eligible to obtain. 

James J. Wise, chairman of 
the Elba City Schoo] Board, 
explained that the City School 
System has a wonderful op- 
bortunity to obtain big federal’ 
funds if the people of Elba 
want it bad enough and are 
willing to make the necessary 
effort. He said if 35 additional 
pupils, children of government— 
employed parents, can be add-- 
ed to Elba schools’ total enroll- 
ment, the schools would re- 
ceive $99 per pupil of govern- 
ment funds. Such an “ppor- 
tunity would not be possible if 
the Elba schools changed back 
to the County School System.

She recommended usine dis- 
tilled or deminerutized water in 
the iron even though some 
manufacturers claim their 
irons will not be harmed pny 
iny kind of water. Miss Mitch- 
ell advised the homemaker not 
to use water from the faucet 
unless it is naturally very soft. 
Hard water or water run 
through a home water-soften- 
ing system will leave deposits 
in the steam iron when it evap- 
orates. 

Miss Mitchell added that wa- 
ter should be emptied out of 
the iron after every use, other- 
wise it will increase deposits in 
the iron. And these deposiis 
will eventually impair the ef- 
ficiency of the appliance or 
may even run up a repair bil! 

She also cautioned against 
the use of a cleaner for steam 
irons when the water chamber 
or water carrying parts appear 
to be clogged with mineral de- 
posits. She pointed out that— 
despite advertising claims — 
iron manufacturers say clean- 
ers are not satisfactory. These 
cleaners terfa to produce a sur- 
face film inside the iron, which 
sooner or later will interfere 
with the iron’s overation in 
changing water into steam.

Treat- 
ment allowed the prower tc 
harvest $43 more from each 
acre,

397,000 COWS

milk cow — takes her rightful 
place in the spotlight as the 
June Dairy Month celebration 
of the 350ch anniversary of he 
American dairy industry swings 
into high gear. 

And API Extension Dairyman 
John Parrish reported this 


week that Alabama has her 
Share of these benefactresses 
who generously give healthful, 
refreshing milk. Approximately 
397,00 dairy cows now graze in 
Alabama pastures. 

These cows produce enough 
milk to meet the needs of Ala- 
bama’s great consumption — 
Birmingham alone used an ay- 
erage of 54,003 gallons of milk 
every day in April. But our 
cows run into seasonal diffij- 
culty when the temperature 
climbs over the 80-degree mark 
and their milk proauction 
slows down, 

The Alabama grade-A dairy 
business alone is estimated by 
Parrish as topping the $40- 
million mark last year. The 
State boasts of 2,193 grade-A 
dairy farms which sell milk to 
over 40 retail plants in Ala- 
bama and 11 plants outsiie the 
state. In addition to the grade 
A farmers there are 8,816 man- 
ufacturing milk producers in 
the state. These sell to eight 
plants located in Alabama and 
six plants outside the state.
